Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23-26, 28-33, 35, 37 and 38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: All of the above 
claims are allowable over the cited prior art at least because none of the cited prior art shows or 
fairly suggests clamping the annular ring in such a manner so that the ring applies a substantially 
uniform compressive load against the flange irrespective of the temperature of the clamping 
assembly as required by each of the independent claims 23 and 33. The closest cited prior art, 
Nedic, employs a clamping assembly in which the applied load varies with the temperature of the 
assembly, as described in applicant's arguments filed on 1/1 1/2008 for example.
